— Carlos Mendieta, 60-year- 
old physician? statesman and 
revolutionary, t o d a y was 
made president of Cuba—the 
fifth president in as many 
months. 


Mendieta entered an office which 
had been vacant overnight, since 
Carlos Hevia, who had held of- 
fice 40 hours, suddenly resigned. 
The presidency was given to Men- 


dieta by acclamation of a group 
of leaders of Cuban political 
life 


who gathered in the palace. 
The inaugural oath was given by 


the Supreme court. 
Mendieta accepted the presidency 


after a night-long resistance against 
the pleading of friends who wished 
him to become chief executive at 
once 
Previous to his acceptance, Man- 


uel MSrquez Sterling, secretary of 
state under Hevia, refused his con- 
stitutional right to become presi- 
dent himself, preferring that Men- 
dieta should take office without de- 
lay. 


Sends Greetings to U. S. 


Mendieta, in his first statement 


after having been selected presi- 
dent, said: 
"Through the Associated Press, I 
send the American people my gov- 
ernment's and my own most cor- 
dial and affective greeting, hoping 
that Cuba may base herself on an 
order of reason and justice." 
Meanwhile a surprise strike tied 
up Havana's power, water, light, 
gas and transportation systems.

Dr. George T. Harding II, a brother 
of the late President Warren O. 
Harding, died at his home In 
Worthington, a Columbus suburb, 
early today. He was 55. 


Dr. Harding was famed as a 


neuro-psychiatrist. He had

During the World war he was a 


member of the medical reserve, be- 
coming an examining neuro-psy- 
chiatrist lor the United States vet- 
erans' bureau at the close of hos- 
tilities.

December Warmest In 


Nebraska for 38 Years 


Precipitation Above Normal; Aids 


Winter Wheat, But MoUture 


Now Low. 


Last month was the warmest De- 
cember in Nebraska for 38 years, ac- 
cording to T. A. Blair, senior 
meteorologist at the federal weather 
bureau here. The month was mod- 
erately wet, but brought more than 
normal sunshine ana somewhat less 
than normal humidity and 
wind 


movement, the report stated. 


Only three Decembers in 58 years 


of record have been warmer. These 
were In 1877, 1889, and 1896. Tem- 
peratures were well above the De- 
cember average In all parts of the 
state. 


The warmest days of the month 
were Dec. 21, 22, and 23, with max- 
imum temperatures approaching o- 
exceeding 70 degrees in most of the 
state. Thes^ three very warm days 
were followed by the coldest weather 
of the month, reaching a minimum 
on the 26th. At most of the stations 
the minimum was from zero to -10 
degrees. 


Precipitation Above Normal. 


The precipitation amounted to 
167 per cent of normal. Much the 
greater part of it fell as rain oa 
the first days of the month. 


The remainder of the month was 
dry except for occasional light 
snow. About one-half of the sta- 
tions received measurable amounts 
of precipitation from snow either 
on Dec. 14, 15 or on Dec. 25-26. 
Rain Great Importance. 
The general rain at the begin- 
ning of the month was of the 
greatest importance, October and 
November having been very dry and 
the soil moisture having been so re- 
duced as seriously to endanger whi- 
ter wheat. After the rains the con- 
dition of winter wheat improved 
and was mostly good, but a small 
portion of the acreage in the west 
was permanently damaged before 
receiving rain. At the end of the 
month soil moisture was rather low 
throughout the state and considered 
inadequate for winter grains m 
many sections. The month was fa- 
vorable for stock and for farm work, 
construction work and outdoor ac- 
tivities generally.

All Nebraska farmers and others, 


who o-vn or know of large tracts 
of submarginal land which may be 
retired because of crop reduction 
and which may be suitable for rais- 
ing game birds or nesting and 
breeding grounds for wild 
fowl, 


were asked Thursday by Ward C. 
Betzer, Lincoln, president of the 
Nebraska Izaak Walton league, to 
report fo him at once. 


A federal committee on wild life 
restoration has written Betzer, seek- 
ing to locate tracts of 1,000 acres 
or more which may be more suited 
to upland game or wild fowl than 
they are for crop growing. 


While exact olans for the gov- 


ernment's* acquisition of such lands 
have not yet been made public. 
President Itoosevelt next week will 
jecelve froir Secretary of Agrlcul- 
tur Wallace a setup which pro- 
vides for use of federal funds for 
game restoration work. It is the 
government's, intention to devote 
areas which have been retired from 
crop reduction to the Increasing of 
game birds and animals, at the 
same time bringing to farmers in- 
formation on the value of game 
birds as a farm crop.

Betzer will be sent to Washington 
so that when the plan gets under 
way. a share of the work will come 
to this state.

However, unofficial pressure from 
the administration in power usually 
is sufficient to cause changes, par- 
ticularly in an administration so 
firmly in the saddle as the present 
one. Asked if any more resignations 
were in sight, Farley declined to 
answer other than by saying.

source." 
The report of Louis W. Home, 


executive secretary of the chest, 
emphasized the tide of relief from 
private to public agencies. He points 
out that the chest noted the in- 
evitable departure early in 1933 
and concluded an agreement with 
the county commissioners to co- 
operate in unemployment relief. 
Federal Belief Temporary. 


"At the present time," Home 
statd, "public funds are providing 
95 per cent or more of the care 
for 
unemployed." 
Most of this 


money is coming from the federal 
government, but Home calls atten- 
tion to a statement by President 
Roosevelt that, federal funds are 
definitely -temporary and that local 
communities must do everything in 
their power to meet their own 
needs. 


As to the general question of 


public versus private relief, Home 
says, "Public support should be In 
the picture in the future more than 
it has in the past, and private 
funds should support special serv- 
ices to the handicapped, as well as 
educational opportunities through 
the Y. W. C. A,, Bov Scouts, etc." 
"It should be said for the county 


commissioners," continued Mr. 
Home, "that they have co-operated 
very well during the past year, on 
our joint arrangement. The com- 
munity chest and Council of Social 
Agencies have been working for 
years for better administration of 
welfare work by the county—either 
by trained workers of their own, or 
by a joint arrangement with the 
Social Welfare society, wherein the 
private agency would pay the ex- 
pense of the workers in order to 
secure a more constructive and bet- 
ter administration of welfare funds. 


"It may not be realized by the 


public the importance of such a 
step taken by the county commis- 
sioners 
in which 
their rapidly 


growing welfare work is being ad- 
ministered now in accordance with 
generally accepted principles, but 
to the community chest and Coun- 
cil of Agencies, it Is a most for- 
ward step in which, they nave had 
a big part during the past few 
years. With the recognition now of 
greater 
responsibility 
of 
public 


agencies for reljpf giving. Lincoln 
is on its way to development of the 
right kind of a public department, 
that will bring orderliness out of 
a very unsatisfactory condition that 
has prevailed in the past aTTd which 
will more than pay for itself in the 
expense of administration, by the 
savings it can make through its 
methods."

I told her to take a 
few whiffs of chloroform and the 
pain would cease.

I could 
detect no pulse or heart action even 
with a stethescope. 
"Then the gun came into my 
mind. I got it from the next room. 
held it six-inches from her back, 
and pulled the trigger."

The next heard of the bank pres- 


ident, according to well authenti- 
cated reports, was an anonymous 
telephone call to Walter W. Magee, 
wealthy contractor, from a mah 
speaking in a low voice. Magee was 
told the Bremer car could be found 
in the Highland park district of St. 
Paul and that there was a note on 
the backdoor step of Magee's hom». 


Magee attempted to prolong the 
conversation, in the meantime urg- 
ing Ed Penschuck, former city of- 
ficial in his office at the time, to 
try and trace the call. The unidenti- 
fied party, however, suddenly hung 
up. 


At home, Magee found a type- 
written note addressed to "Charles 
Magee" and signed in ink with a 
shaky hand. The missive gave Ma- 
gee instructions for contacting the 
kidnapers but the contents were 
not revealed. 
Magee refused to discuss the 
case. 


Bremer's automobile later was 
found about a mile from where the 
abductors told Magee to look. 
Second Big: Seizure. 


The ransom demanded for Brem- 
er's release matched that asked in 
the Urschel abduction in Oklahoma 
Bremer's kidnaping was the second 
big seizure in St Paul, the Hamm 
case being the first, and followed 
the recent acquittal of Roger Touny 
and three co-defendants of charges 
accusing them of kidnaping Hamm.

Predicts In Talk 


Dr. C. H. Arnold, speaking to the 


Knife and Fork club Thursday noon 
at the Lincoln hotel on his recent 
six months' trip through Europe, 
predicted that the Austro-German 
situation would culminate within a 
short time in Germany's annexa- 
tion of Austria.

Federal Trust Co stock owned by 
the estate against a motion which 
had Iiedwith's backing 
opposing 


ratification of a $50,000 insurance 
trust made by C. E. Reynolds. 
Minority stockholders who opposed 
the ratification of the insurance 
trust, it was claimed, intended to 
declare a dividend if their motion 
prevailed. The estate's share of 
such a dividend would have been 
$21,000, the attorneys claimed. 


Having blocked this motion by 


voting the majority stock held by 
the estate against it. it was the 
duty of H. B. Reynolds and Wilson 
by terms of the insurance trust it- 
self to first pay off the $20,000 
debts 
accumulated 
against 
the 
estate, Gradwohl claimed. He al- 
leged the executors paid no part of 
these debts, but claimed that Rey- 
nolds and Wilson, instead, trans- 
ferred the money to the general 
account of the Federal Trust Co. 
eradwohl claimed that - over a 
period of two years Reynolds and 
Wilson paid themselves salaries to- 
taling $20,000 out of this general 
account. 
At the opening of the hearing 


before Judge Reid. H. B. Reynolds 
filed an answer to the motion of 
Mrs. Reynolds in which claim was 
made that she was an improper 
person to ask removal 6f the exe- 
cutor. In this answer it was claimed 
Mrs. Reynolds is indebted to the 
estate in the amount of $60,000 out 
of $80,000 which she received from 
insurances held by her husband 
other than that involved in the 
trust controversy. H. B. Reynolds 
claimed in this answer that under 
laws existing when Mrs. Reynolds 
received proceeds of the insurance 
only 
$20,000 was exempt 
from 


claims against the estate It was 
also claimed she may be made to 
pay claims from the estate out of 
insurance money she obtained over 
the $20,000 exempt by law. 
Attorneys Ledwith and Gradwohl 
during the hearing called attention 
of the court to an estimate given 
by H. B Reynolds and Wilson on 
December 31. 1930, three days after 
the death of C. E. Reynolds, in 
which they fixed value of the C. E. 
Reynolds estate at $200.000. The 
executors have since referred to

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OLD "BOSS" CURRY. 


THE most recent overthrow of John P. Curry, 
head of Tammany hall, which came Monday 


night in a stunning defeat of the Tiger's efforts to 
continue its control of New York City's board of 
aldermen, a rule which remained unbroken for thir- 
ty-nine years, it appears the finishing shot has been 
applied to one whose political power was second only 
to that of the president of the United States. 


The reports say "Boss" Curry must go. 
He isn't the type of man people who look upon 


Tammany with shudders and shivers might expect. 
He doesn't wear horns. In personal appearance, he 
hasn't any of the characteristics so commonly asso- 
ciated with a political "boss." He is of medium 
height, of slender, spare build, quiet in speech and in 
manner, seldom raising his voice above the level of 
ordinary conversation, unexcitable, and reseived. He 
might pass in any city of the 'United States as a 
plain business man. The Curry of popular fiction 
simply does not exist in the flesh. 


Between Curry as an individual and Curry as a 


political "boss," there is a fine distinction to be 
drawn. His personality as a man is overshadowed 
completely by the role he occupied as the titular 
head of the Tammany forces. It has been and is 
considered a sinister force in American politics. At 
least at tunes, its attitude justified the grave appre- 
hension felt in respect to its activities. It has per- 
petuated itself in power solely through the dispensa- 
tion of patronage. It took care of its own. It placed 
Its trained workers on the public payroll, paid them 
handsomely for services which, may or may not 
have been of value to New York City and by building 
up an invincible machine composed of office hold- 
ers whose livelihood depended upon retention of 
power, it controlled the board of aldermen for.an 
unbroken stretch of thirty-nine years. Neither of the 
two major parties in America has been able to do 
that in national affairs. Tammany, stretching back 
over a period of more than a hundred years, is the 
oldest political institution in the United States. 


So long as business conditions continued prosper- 


ous, Tammany could go its merry way heedless of 
the ever mounting expense of city government. It 
did Insist upon good service. In the matter of fire 
protection, policing, sanitation and health, probably 
no city in the world is served better than Gotham, 
and probably, with the exception of Chicago, such 
necessary governmental protection has not cost more. 
Today, New York's budget is 40 millions behind. The 
warning signals have been ringing for three years 
and, except for the drastic economy program inau- 
gurated by Joseph McKee while serving as acting 
mayor, the Tammany organization made no effort 
nor attempt to do anything about it. The time ar- 
rived when New York bankers refused to finance the 
city unless the budget were balanced and that was 
the showdown for Curry and his associates. 


But it began back in those strange months when 


kings were abdicating and kingdoms tottering. The 
overthrow of Tammany in reality goes back to the 
event* preceding the nomination of President Roose- 
velt. It was a stupid defense of Walker, an attempt 
to bolster a playboy mayor, in a hearing before 
Roosevelt, then governor of New York, which ex- 
ploded the opening charge. Tammany disliked th* 
president, disliked his independence, his unwilling- 
ness' to tolerate machine rule, his contemptuous re- 
fusal to adopt the traditional views of the organiza- 
tion'on patronage. It was out to place him in an 
embarrassing position, but its leaders 
reckoned 


wrongly and Roosevelt came through with flying 
colon, while the organization itself was bewildered 
and •confused and given a tremendous setback. 


And then Tammany came to the national conven- 


tion in full force and throughout the entire session 
fought doggedly and determinedly to prevsnt Roose- 
velt* nomination. On the floor, "Boss" Curry 
matched rapiers with the late United states Senator 
Walsh of Montana, and lost, and in losing, did per- 
haps the most gracious thing of his entire political 
career. He took the platform, licked and vanquished, 
deserted even by his own group, to thank Walsh for 
his mvarying fairness hi a great struggle. 


tt would be foolish to pronounce Tammany dead. 


Its leadership has passed—it is to be hoped—into 
more farsighted and more capable hands. 


to discover that while so engaged, a battalion of po- 
lice had arrived and was guarding the outside en- 
trance. 


"That machine gunner whom the police say is 


Dillinger, Is a terrible man," the vice president ob- 
served. "While his companion was getting the money 
he glanced out the doorway and saw policemen con- 
gregating. Instead of appearing frightened, he called 
to his associates: "There's been an alarm and the 
police are outside. But don't hurry. Get all the 
dough. We'll kill these coppers and get away. Take 
your time.'" 


If it were Dillinger handling the machine gun, he 


made good his threat. Policeman William P. O'Mal- 
ley was sprayed with bullets when he attempted to 
interfere and died instantly. The episode is note- 
worthy only because it reveals the contemptuous dis- 
regard with which desperate gangsters look upon law 
enforcement agencies. They know the advantage is 
with them. They are not accountable for human 
life and care nothing about it. Had OTtfalley opened 
fire, instead of hesitating in order to protect one of 
the banking officials being used as a shield by the 
b'andits, the outcome undoubtedly would have been 
different. But O"Malley did not dare to take that 
chance of imperiling the life of a hostage. Trie offi- 
cer is dead, while the gunman is chuckling up his 
sleeve and feeding his ego with the idea that he is a 
brave man.

,EAN NOYES for twenty-seven years an em- 


ploye of the city of Omaha, during the last 


eleven years of whicK period he was a city commis- 
sioner, is now working as a cement finisher on a 
CWA project and receiving for his labor $27 per 
week. He says that he is working hard and is proud 
of it. "I have to work to live," says the former com- 
missioner, and he is not a bit ashamed of the fact.

During this 
long period it is obvious that he must have been con- 
scientious in his finaaajal dealings with the munici- 
pality, or he would not now be under the necessity 
of engaging in the arduous labor at which he is 
employed. 


It is not improbable that Mr. Noyes during the 


twenty-seven years mentioned saved a portion of his 
earnings, but like thousands of others who believed 
that the "good times" were to continue forever, he 
may have invested these savings in properties of one 
kind or another, only to have them swept away when 
the crash came and political vicissitudes deprived 
him of the office which he expected to hold for an 
indefinite period. 


In any event the former commissioner has'reason 


to be proud of the fact that he is not ashamed or 
afraid to return to hard labor for the purpose of 
supporting himself and those depending upon him, 
provided there are any such. It is of course unfor- 
tunate that fortune has decreed such a course nec- 
essary, but all over the country and throughout the 
world there are thousands in like condition. 


It all goes to show that in life nothing is certain. 


It also goes to show that early in life preparations 
must be begun for that later period when earning 
power is impaired and adversity may overtake one. 
Had Dean Noyes begun, when he first obtained em- 
ployment with the city of Omaha, to make periodic 
payments, he would now be in possession of an an- 
nuity which would have kept him in comfort and in- 
dependence. There is a lesson in Ms life.

r iS rather a revealing commentary on American 


life which is disclosed in a questionnaire sub- 


mitted to over 5,000 people by the National Recrea- 
tion society to determine the most popular diversion. 
The inquiry was instigated because shortened hours 
of work precipitated a curiosity as to what use will 
be made of the additional hours available for im- 
provement and for recreation. The survey included 
twenty-nine cities. 


Prom over 5,000 answers, 3,977 indicated their first 


diversion was reading newspapers, while 2,735 stated 
they found more relaxation from listening to conver- 
sation or in neighborly visiting. One effect of the 
depression, then, was to revive a social habit of visit- 
ing, a habit which almost had disappeared. 


Other things people wanted to do in order of their 


preference were listed as tennis, swimming, boating, 
playing golf, camping, caring for flower gardens, 
playing musical instruments, and motoring. 


The part which the American newspaper plays in 


the lives of people is revealed vividly by the survey. 
Contrary to general belief, it demonstrates there is a 
normal, wholesome, and healthy interest in affairs. 
It suggests that as a whole. America is becoming 
more cosmopolitan, more concerned with the world, 
more tied into regions removed from the immediate 
locality, more desirous of keeping in touch with 
affairs.

WHY PROCESSING TAXES? 


>AVTNG noted the results of a processing tax on 


pork in the form of lower market prices being 


paid for lire hogs, the national livestock association 
composed of producers in all parts of the country 
has taken a stand opposing a similar tax on cattle. 
Two leading Nebraska stockmen. Robert. Graham of 
Alliance and D. M. Hildebrand of Scward. will appear 
with others before the senate agriculture committee 
at Washington soon to voice the association's aUl- 
tude in 1hat regard. 


The government's policy in paying cash benefits 


to farmers who sign agreements to reduce production 
is contributing materially to the general business re- 
vival and the people of the agricultural states hearti- 
ly approve it.

The commonest form of treat- 
ment is the use of purgative drugs. 
Some of these are vegetable in 
origin, such as cascara, aloes and 
senna. Some are minerals, such as 
the salts. Some are oily, such as our 
old friend, castor oil (although its 
action comes from the vegetable 
acid which it contains). Another 
oil, which will be mentioned in a 
later article, is mineral oil or liquid 
petrolatum. 
For occasional use these are ex- 
cellent, and so long as they are not 
used habitually—that is, oftener 
than once every two weeks and for 
good cause—there is no objection to 
them. In chronic constipation, how- 
ever, their effect is 
deleterious 
rather than helpful, because it must 
be remembered that there are two 
forms of movements of the large 
intestine, on of which is propulsive 
movement forwards, and the other 
muscular waves which push the 
contents of the large bowel back- 
wards. Most of the purgatives stim- 
ulate both actions, causing retarda- 
tion as well as propulsion. 
I will not here go into the danger 
of using these drugs when there is 
acute abdominal discomfort, as I 
have warned about this many times 
in this column. 
The second form of treatment 
which has been found most useful 
is by diet, and here we use the so- 
called roughage diet, or foods which 
have bulky material which is not 
absorbed, and which stimulate the 
movements of the muscles of the 
bowels simply by their presence. 
Such substances are bran, fruits of 
all kinds, nearly all vegetables, and 
certain forms of soured milk and 
cheese and sweets such as honey 
and molasses. Grapes have a pe- 
culiarly favorable action in this 
way. because they contain cream of 
tartar, 
which

Rochellc salts in the intestine.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 16. 
To the editor of the Lincoln Star: 
In a recent editorial as relates to 
an act of the House of Lords in 
England, it was instanced that they 
upheld the validity of their con- 
tract to pay English bonds in gold 
of the present (time of contract) 
weight and fineness. You did cite 
that this decision was due to a 
claim brought to their attention by 
the Belgium government. 
By implication, one might get 
the idea that in view of this de- 
cision England would be compro- 
mised to pay all her governmental 
obligations, written in terms of 
gold, just as the lords decreed as 
relates to Belgium. 
Further, the

As a matter of fact those govern- 
ments have few if any of our bonds 
and if they had them in volume, 
would appreciate that unless they 
•were applied on what they owed us, 
they could make no claim on us 
for payment other than would be 
accorded private individuals. 
We, as a nation, are possessed 
with an undue share of the world's 
gold. With less than ten per cent 
of population, we now have about 
W per cent of the world's gold, yet 
even we could not remain on the 
gold standard. Statesmen appre- 
ciated that four billion of basic 
money could not contemplate the 
iquidation of 200 billion, the ag- 
jregate debt of our country; and 
even the four billion might easily 
lave vanished from our shores had 
we not quit the gold standard. 
Very definitely we must know 
that no law. human or divine, is 
enforceable that contemplates the 
jerformance of an impossibility. 
Supreme courts wisely declare em- 
jrgency conditions rather than haz- 
ard the tipping over of a govern- 
ment and our supreme court is no 
exception. As witness their recent 
sustaining decision on the Minne- 
sota Moratorium law.

With so many shots being 
taken it is altogether likely that some may find their way 
into ?he hearts of the rules committee, but the indications are 
that body will adopt no radical changes, while confining iteeJi 
to simplifying the code as much as is possible. 


Why Bring Back Hazards?

dead ball rule, another is to move 
the goal posts back from the end 
lines to the goal lines, either or 
both of which, if adopted, would in- 
crease the cnances of injury with- 
out any proportionate 
compensat- 


ing benefit. 
The present dead ball rule 
adopted in 1932 and provides that 
when any part (except hands or 
feet) of the player in possession 01 
the ball touches the ground, the 
ball at once becomes dead and play 
ceases automatically. 


Crawling Eliminated. 


This rule has almost entirely elim- 


inated "crawling" i. e. attempts by 
a player to advance the ball further 
after he has been downed, and 
"piling-up" or falling upon the 
player with the ball after it has be- 
come dead. 
"Crawling" and "piling-up" used 


to be prolific sources of injury and 
it is unthinkable that any lover of 
the game would wish to gamble on 
the welfare of hundreds of tnou- 
sands of football players for 
the 
sake of providing an 
occasional 
"thrill" to comparatively few spec- 
tators. 
Some critics have argued that 
the rules committee 
should give 
more thought to the general public 
who support football and 
by so 
doing make possible the whole ath- 
letic program of tne colleges, by 
giving them more "thrills." These 
people ask that we adopt the rules 
under which the professional games 
are played so as to give the specta- 
tors a "real run for their money." 


Pros Forget Safety Measures. 


Tne main difference between tne 


rules of the N. C. A. A. and the pro- 
fessional code lies in the fact that. 
the latter failed to follow the safety 
measures adopted by the rules com- 
mittee in 1932, including the dead 
ball rule mentioned above, and the 
prohibition of tne flying block and 
flying tackle. 
It may or may not be true that 
the 
followers or the protessional 


game demand the retention of fea- 
tures which the 
rules committee 


felt it wise to eliminate from the 
college and school games, but that 
Is no reason for asking that these 
hazardous features be re-introduced 
Into tie amateur 
game, wnlch is 
played for vastly different reasons 
than the professional game. 


Wide Apart as Poles. 


It must aways be remembered 
that whereas professional exhibi- 
tions are arranged solely to attract 
paying patrons, amateur sports are 
primarily, for the benefit and en- 
joyment of the placers themselves 
and the functions of the rule mak- 
ers of the two are almost as wide 
apart as the poles. 
The rules of the N. C. A. A. arc 


framed primarily for the use of the 
colleges in its membership—after 
that for secondary and preparatory 
schools which care to use them in 
training students to participate later 
in the college games after their 
graduation from school. 
These rules are designed to meet 
the requirements 
(A) of college 


players ranging from 17-23 years of 
age, and (B) (with modifications* 
of school players ranging from 15- 
19 years of age. 


Half Million Players. 
The number of those playing un- 
der these rules has been variously 
estimated, but it is conservative to 
place them in excess of 500,000. 
When we contrast this with pos- 
sibly 1.000 
professional players, 
ranging from 23-27 years of age. 
most of whom have had the benefit 
of years of school and college train- 
ing and experience, we must see 
that there is no common ground 
and no reason whatsoever for uni- 
formity in the playing rules.

Court Rules Baer 
Has Pair of Bosses 
SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18—(INS) 


—Max Baer, aspirant to the world's 
heavyweight boxing title, has two 
egal managers—Ancil Hoffman and 
J. Hamilton Lorimer—and he is 
their servant. 


This ruling, handed down today 


by the California Supreme court, 
viewed Baer as an "employe" of the 
two managers. 
"The 
defendants are not the 
agents of the plaintiff, but he is 
employed by them to engage in ex- 
hibitions," the high court ruled on 
Baer's appeal. 
Baer signed a five-year contract 
with Lorimer in October, 1930, and 
Hoffman later entered as a joint 
manager. In November. 1931, Baer 
sought to oust them both. - 
According to Baer's attorney, the 
appeal to the high court was only 
to determine the point of "master 
and servant"' status of Baer and his 
managers and not "the whole merits 
of the case." 
"The decision will not finally set- 
tle the relations of Baer and his 
managers," the attorney said. "An- 
other suit is pending in Sacramento 
courts bearing on other phases of 
the contract."

mony with the new arrangement. 


••jEEHAPS I have under-stated 
Jr the situation in remarking 
that there is a "drift" toward the 
metric system internationally. It 
might be more correct to describe 
it as a "sweep." Only the Eng- 
glish-speaking countries are 
clinging to the 
mile and the 


yard, while upwards of 50 nations 
are measuring their races in me- 
ters. 
Not the yard, but the meter 
dominates the 
Olympic Games, 
the international federation hav- 
ing taken actioa to that effect 
when the world carnival in track 
and field was revived some 40 
years ago. 
During the 1932 Olympiad at 
Los Angeles, staged on a stan- 
dard oval of 440 yards or quarter- 
mile, all events were 
measured 
and timed on the metric basis. 
The federation unquestionably 
does not entertain the slightest 
notion of ever abandoning the 
metric system, so the English- 
speaking- countries, when compet- 
ing- in an Olympiad, most doff 
their hats to the meter and for- 
get all about the yard.

SUSPECT there is a popular

Claims Progress in Past 


Eight Months Proves 


AAA Can Win. 


' WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—(AP)—

Voices Optimism. 


The farm chief, appearing by In- 
vitation before the senate agricul- 
ture committee, was generally opti- 
mistic. Farmers signing contracts 
to reduce production he said, had 
carried through "almost 100 per 
cent." 
At the same time, he conceded his 
administration had failed to carry 
out all of its plans, particularly with 
milk marketing agreements. 
He asserted some of the achieve- 


ments thus far included reducing 
the world carryover of American 
cotton to about 10,500,000 bales as 
compared with 13,000,000 bales in 
the summer of 1932; nearly doubling 
the income of southern cotton farm- 
ers in 1933; obtaining agreements 
from 80 per cent of the nation's 
wheat farmers to reduce their pro- 
duction by 15 per cent; payments to 
wheat farmers of $28,000,000; the 
institutiorl of production 
control 


measures for rice and tobacco; and 
the purchase of 6,420,000 pigs and 
sows as initial steps in a corn-hog 
program. 


Work on Vfheta Program. 
The short wheat crop of last

Rising Corn Price 
Retards Rush For 
Loan Inspections 
Railway 
Commissioner H u g h 


Drake Thursday reported a notice- 
able decrease in corn loan appli- 
cations received by the commission. 
He attributes the slowing up in the 
volume of loan applications to a 
better corn market, with a re- 
sulting tendency on the part of 
farmers to wait before obtaining 
a loan on their corn. 


The deadline on the corn loan 
program is March 1, not February 
1 as erroneously reported Wednes- 
day,

"This move is a direct violation 


of our understanding with the rep- 
resentatives of union labor and we 
are not going to accede to such an 
unreasonable demand," Mr. Hodge 
informed newspaper men. 
Paid Union Rate. 
"The ^carpenters were 
put 
to 


work as semi-sldlled men and, as 
such, are not entitled to the maxi- 
mum wage of $1.20 per hour allowed 
under CWA regulations for skilled 
workers," he explained. "Our reg- 
ulations, which were agreed to in 
conference with spokesmen for la- 
M>r unions, provide that in such in- 
stances the men shall receive the 
prevailing rate of wages paid for 
the same class of work in their 
community. 


"They were not members of the 
union when they started in, and we 
thought they were being treated 
quite liberally by paying them the 
union rate. The work thev are do- 
ing is the roughest kind, being sim- 
ply the construction 
of wooden 


[orms -for concrete and other struc- 
tural material. It does not call for 
skilled labor and it would be absurd 
to pay for it as such. 


Joined Union; Asked Raise. 


"While the job was under way, 
some smart fellows in the carpen- 
ters union went out and signed 
these men up as members. The next 
thing was a demand to have the 
rate of pay boosted to 90 cents an 
hour. 


"We have been recognizing .union 
cards as evidence that men are 
skilled in their respective occupa- 
tions, but if the unions are going 
out and sign up anybody and every- 
body who happens to get a CWA 
job we will call that arrangement 
off."

United States, the average life of 
which is 50 years, 600,000 wear out 
annually, and for the past four 
years they have not been replaced. 


"With the government actually in 


the financing business and with 
the banks actually gorged with de- 
posits which they have not dared 
to lend, I believe we can look to 
better real estate financing than 
ever before, which will not only be 
of longer term, but of lesser inter- 
est rate than has been the case in 
the past."
